© diiuks, which would make good Senfe and 
betier Grammar of it all in one. For my 
‘part, I never hear an Apothecary’s Mor- 
‘ tar ringing, bue I think the Bell’s a tolling ; 
‘nor read a Doétor’s Prefcription, but I take 
“ict tor a Pallport iato che next World. As 
‘for honourable Love, there are few who 
‘ underfland what it means: Lovers indeed 
* we have. of all Sorts and Sizes ; fome doat 
upon themfelves, others upon their Writ- 
ings; this Fellow loves his Perriwig, that 
his Bottle; and rarely, very rarely one 
fhall meet a Man chat loves his Wife; 
but pure difinterefted Love and al] honou- 
rable Intentions in Matrimony are knock’d

* Scriveners; The Fortuie is the only thing 
confider’>d; the Womaa herfelf is but asa 
Piece ot Paper to a Pound of Plums, thrown 
into the Bargain, tho’ fometimes it mutt 
be own’d, fhe hangs terribly heavy at the 
Foot of the Account.
